Thi.a party was forced to dis- 
band by tho Pollnh Govomment in approxlma tc.T.v 1930 
and subjoct wns placed in a Polish Jail, On 
4— ^51» subject moved to NYC and is presently 
employed at tho New York Prench Hospital, Third 
Street, NYC, Present Now York .addrosn vinkncwn.

Confidential Informant Newark T-1, of unknown relia- 
bility. advised that the. subject arrived in this 
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. country approxlnvitely eight njonths a/70, and except for short visits to Nov 
York City and Chicaijo, he has resided at 130 Passaic Street, Passaic, 

Now Jersey. Accox^3ing to Newark T-1, subject, after his arrival, began 
. working for the Thomas Electronics Company, i^ssaic, Now Jorsoy and on 
April 6, 1951, ho loft Pansa.ic and Is presently employed at tho Now York 
Prcnch Hospital, Third Street, Nc?w York City. His present address is 
unknown by Newark T-1. 

Newark T-1 statixJ that in the Into 1920’s, subject was a xncrabor 
of the polish Sejm ( Rirllanent) , but Nowark T-1 did not know exactly what 
party subject reprosontod. Tho informant stated that ho hoard that sut^’ 
Joct nt ono time was nfflllrKod with the Hromda, which ho bollvod to 
have boon Communist domino trd. Newark T-1 .further s to tod that yhen' tho 
Hromada was first origins ter!, it was permitted to oporato by tho Polish 
Covonment but later it was outlawed and many of Its members wore placod 
in Polish jails* Ncviark T-1 stated that he know that subject had spent 
some time in c Polish Jail ':A\t was unable to say if this was a result of 
his activities in the Hromad.a ftxrty or not* Ehron during that period, 

. Nowark T-1 stated that tho r.ubjoct had boon a strong advocator of the 
Whlto Rusolan cause, and th»it since he lived in Poland, he would naturally 
bo antagonistic to tho prooont Polieh Government, 

Newark T-1 advised that during tho past the subject has earned 
hlmsolf a reputation as somevrhat of a White Russian patriot. At this 
point, Ncjwark T-1 stated tbnt.it was his boliof that subject Is vehomontly ' 
anti-Polish, anti-Russian, and nntl-Gcrman and that his prlmo purpose in 
, life la 'to obtain as much power as possible in order to establish nn inde- 
pendent cemntry of Vhito Russia. Newark T-1 continued by saying that oven* 
at this time subject is working toward that goal bccouso ho is considered 
a Vloo .ftrosidont for tho White Russian Central Administration. 

As background information, Nowro*k T-1 advis od that back in tho 
Sixtoonth Century, on independent country of V/hitc Russia did exist and 
• throughout tho years tho White Russian pooplo, although they have livod la 
countries, controlled by Lithuania, latvla, Poland, and Russia, they con- 
tinue to dronm of the V'hito Russian country. 




; In 1940‘, whon Poland and pi^ts... of .Russia wore oyortakoft by the

hoadbd"% 0STPX3WSKY was . given authotify-by ^tho^vfert^ to set .up a small 
.Sgovox^ont known as tho Hyolo Russian C^trai'Admlrils^^^ %ook onro 
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of that' territory. The headquarters at that time was In Minek| Ruosla and 
mibjcct was appointed as Mayor of Baranowicz in 1940 by OSTRCWSIQf and 
later in 1941> he was appointed as a Vice President in Minsk, Russia. The 
extent of subjoot’s coliloborntJon with the Gormans at thlo time was tinknown 
to Newark T-1, but ho surmised that if any membor of the White Russian 
•Contral Administration was not coopbrating with tho Gormans, they would 
hnyo boon iinmedlatGly removed. 

When tho Russians bopiA to approach Minsk in 1943i subject 
ro treated with tho Germans and iiont directly, to Berlin vrhcrc tho White 
Russian Gbvomnont continued in ncuno only. After the fall of Berlin, Mewarh 
T-1 stated that most of the VJ}iico Russian leaders changed, their names and 
entered French, F.nglish, or Ar.icvican Zones, Newark T-1 believed that sub- 
ject wont into the French Zone jud there ho bocemo known as SOKOLCWSKI, 

• When asked specif Icr.ny why thoso Russians changed their namos, 

* Novrark T^l stated that it was done for two reasons. First and mainly, 
they chnngod their names bocuuro they feared they would bo roturnod to 
Ruosla or Poland without tho.ir consent^ ond bocauso things at that tine 
wore so disorganized among tho A] lies, anyone bcllovod to bo Russian was 
deported with no quostiono ankod. This situation existed in tho i^orlcan 
Zono and with their silont approval. Secondly, they changed tholr nomos 
for foar of tholr fnmiliGa left In Poland or Russia, 

. Neswark T-1 further stated that subject* s wife and son oro both 
presently residing in Poland, his wife being a doctor attached to tho, 

Polish Army and his son, age approximately twenty-four years, being a 
member of tho Polish Armod Sorvicos, 

Newark T-1 btrlleved that subject *s wife and son wero arrosted in 
1940 by tho Russians and that tho subject has not scon them since that tlnio. 
According to Nen-zark T-1, at ono time In 1946 subject nttcsmptod to got his 
wife and son out of Poland but he did not hnvo the monoy nocossary to have . 
thorn omugglcd out. In regard to ‘the above, Newark T-1 explained that 
during 1946 and 1947, Jewish merchants wore allowed to cross tho Polish and 
Russian borders and that for npproximatoly 6l,000, they would 000 that a 
person would got by tho Russian oontrios at the border. 




' In regard to 5AB0LEWSKI* s two-week trip to Chicago, Newark T-l 

statod that most of the V^hitc Russians In tho Passaic, and South River, 

Now Jersey areas donated ‘JlO each to. finarico his trip and stay In Chicago# 

Tho purposo of that trip was to havo SAK)LSI3vI contact on( ^\*AR0NJCA ^ ( phoneticyf. 
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a White Russian who has been 5ji the United States for approxiniatoly twenty 
ytxxTSf and to discuss estabDishing an organization of White Russians in the 
United States, SABOLSfcCKI was also ouppoepd to request' ^'^ARONKA to acoonw 
pony him to V^ashington, D, C. and there state thelx case to the United 
* States State Department. Newark T-1 was not certain as to the results of 
the above visit but believrd that ^*AR0NKA refused on the grounds that 
theirs was a hopeless case 

il^ter subject’s return from Chicago, ho’was employed by the 
Thomas Electronics Company for approximately four months, at which time- he 
was roloQsod because of his t».go (approximately sixty-five). 

As further infon^ntion coneprning the White Russian Displaced . 
Persona living in the United States, Newark. T-1 stated that there are 
presently two separate factions working for tho establishment of an indo- 
pondent country of White Russia and that thoro arc two sots of Presidonts, 
two sots of Vice Presidents, and sixteen Ministers who aro operating in 
. nwno only. Ono faotlon is headed by ono ADRAMCHltT*vho is presently residing 
soiaoi/horo in Now York Cltj” nnd tho other factlbn is hoadod byf Profossort. 
j: t‘i|,( ^TRff -^5Ky , • who is pro5c;;tly residing in Argentina,’ 

Tho main .body of tho first faction is lScatod in Now fork vhilo 
tho second under OSTRG'fSKT is located in Rassalo and South Rivor, Now . 
Jorooy# Newark T-1 stated that he was not too voll acquainted with mombors 
of tho New lork faction which is tho stronger of tho two but ho did Irnow 
thoir Unofficial headquarters nro located at 325 East 100th Strbot, Now York 
Oityj.Now rbrk,.a private dwelling, whoro a fow of tho nombora rosido»

It Is noted that Newark T-1 stressed the fact that there Is a severe 

• disa^cemont between these ttfo factions ejii that they consider the opposition 
as mortal enemlGB^ 

According to Newark T-1, the real head of the ftissalc faction is 
SABOLB*^SKI, but because of his ago, he Is inactive, and the ohtlro organiza- 
tion and planning is conducted by MNUBL JASIUK, Newark T-1 eta tod that th^ 
abovo faction is tho weaker bf*tho t\/o, and oxcopt for a monthly asaoosmont 
on Its mombors, they do not havo any funds. Tho abovo monthly assoeomont 
conaists of ono-dcy*s pay out of each month *o work colloctod from each metmbor 
of* tho organization. In rotum for titia nsococimcnt tho mombors rooolvo a 
copy of ”^olo Russian**, a White Husoinn papnr printed in tho Russian language 
which nt ono timo was publlohcd In the U; S, Zono of Germany with tho permis- 
sion of tho United Stntos nuthorltlon. Tho asoossirtont furthor is also uood 

• to aid its incmbors who aro sick or out of work although Newark T-1 novor hoard 
of anyone ovor rocolvihg thoso bcnoflto. 

In regard to tho Now York faction, Newark T-i stated that they voro . 
reported to bo working hand in hand v^ith the axilod Iblos In London and ho has 
hoard rynors that they- rccolvo monotaiy aid from tho* Rope. ’ . 

It was Newark T-l^a opinion that tho officers of both factions are • 
merely waiting for an opon war bertwoon tho United Statos and Russia, and 
aftor. tho United Statos is victorious, they cxpoct to rotum to Vhito Russia 
and with tho financial aid of tho Unltod States Govornmont, sot vp tholr own 
country* 

Mr. DONALD DONNELY, Sccrotniy,, Thomas Eloctronics Company, Pnssalo, 
Now Jorsoy, produced subject’s omployincnt record which showed ho was employ od 
at that* company from Soptomber 28, 1950 to January 4, 1951# at which tlno ho

• UM3 laid off due to lack of work, Mr. DONNELY stated that subject was recon>> 
n-ojidod to him by EMANUEL JASIUK who claims to be a nephew of the subject, 

Mr. DOOTTEir also advised that EMANUEL JASIUl? was the first of tJie White 
.'^u.'isians whom he employed and since then there are approximately twelve of 
thorn employed at the plant. He stated^that they are industrious, consclen~ . 
lious workers and that he believed they would all make good loyal cltlsens. 

Ko did not know arything derogatory concernljig thorn and had no reason to 
question their loyalty to tho United Statas Goyornmont, i

Confidential Informant Newark T-2, of unknow reliability, advised ' 
that SADOL0''SKI has a roptitatlon. as n strong Whl to Russian patriot and that ^ 
in tho late 1920’s ho was a mombor of tho Polish Parliament, Ncfwark T-2 
stated that he was a young man during that period ond did nob intoroot hli»- | 

solf in polities but years Inter ho loarnod that tho caibjcot did belong to 
a White .Russian ..Ibrty called tho^Hromoda. As a result of this affiliation, ' . 
Newark f-2 believed that the subject was iiicnrcomtod along with six’ other I 
members of tho Hromadn organization by the Polish Oovommont but before hio g 
sentence was served, tho. Russians arrested seven fbllsh spies in Russia and 
in exchange of prisoners, subject woo released, Newark T-2 bolioved thot ® 
six of tho released political prisoners immodiatoly wont into Russia but that • 
SABOLEJ-fSKI rofur’od and desired to remain in Poland, Newark T-2 also boUovod ® 
that tho Hromada- Party was Communist dominated, ® 

Newark T-2 reiterated that the above incident was herosay on his 
part and tho only other mombor of tho Hromada v;ho was inoareoratod at that . a 
time known' to him was DnoVTORASIEWIC.2, Newark T-2 further ad-vlsod that that ■ E 
trade or exchange of prisbnoro might indicate Russian feelings for tho sub- |

Newark T-2 confirmed Newark T-l*s. s’tatomonts about subject ^s wlfo 
and son being proson'tly at'tachod to the Polish Afmy, 

In regard to tho present V/hlto Russian organization In Passaic, 

Now Jersey, Newark T-2 stated that tho organization is very small and has • 
continuous nrgumonts and bickering within its own ranks as well as comploto 
discord with another White Russian group in Now York City," Newark T-2 
stated that SABOLBWSKI was a mombor of, the Whito Russian Control Admlnlotro— 
tion under the Gonnans during 1941 and 1944 but 'that he. was xmaworo of 
aubjeot's actual nctlvltlGs during that period, ; •. 
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JAN BORAV/SKI,. oppra!;or of <,he American IntornationaJ Immigration 
f'^ii-eou, 186 Monroo Avenue, Paaonin, Nnv Jorany, odvlood he was not acquainted 
tho aubjoct but had hnnrtl l.hnfc both nubjoct and JJ1ANUEL JASIUK are 
p.raontly bfflcoro of tbo)n’^hii.o Riiaolnn CGntral .Administration and woro 
£\.rmor Mayors of towns in- Polii.nd during the. Nazi rule, and that he could not 
understand how they were aliovred to enter the United States, BORAWSKI stated 
chat the. mere fact that these men worked along 'with tho Germans, they ehould 
be considered collaborators aiid on those groups deported, BORAJ^SKf was 
unable to recall eacactly from whom, he had heard tho above Informatloh but- 
believed it. to have been from Newark T-2, 

Confidential Infonnant Newark T-3,. of known reliability, who is 
aoq[ualntod’ with much of tho Communist Party actlvl-ly in New Jersey,- -stated 
that subject was not . familiar to him, •
